Reasons for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Closet prior 
art found is Amarnath Maitra et al (J. Am. Chem.Soc. 1998, 120, 1 1092-1 1095). The 
prior art teaches a method to prepare nanometer size ceramic particles encapsulating 
high molecular weight compounds such [125] tyraminylinulin, FITC-dextran and horse 
radish peroxidase, but fails to teach the claimed invention (i.e., ceramic nanoparticles 
loaded with photosensitive drug such as 2-devinyl-2-(1-hexyloxyethyl) 
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pyropheophoribide). The claimed subject matter is not taught or suggested by the cited 
reference and thus, the claimed subject matter are considered to be novel and 
patentably distinct over the prior art of the record.
